DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 3-6, 12, and14-31 are pending. 

3. Claims 3, 6, 12, 14-16, and 24-31 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

4. Claims 1 , 4-5 and 1 7-23 are presently under examination. 

5. It is noted that the Office Action mailed 9/15/2010 improperly included the 
withdrawn claims in the statement of rejection under Double Patenting and the rejection 
under 35 USC 102. Claims 3, 6, 12, 14-16, and 24-31 should not have been included in 
these rejections because these claims were withdrawn without traverse by Applicants in 
the Response to Election/Restriction filed 1 0/22/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The rejection of claims 1, 3-6, 12, and 14-31 under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) as set forth 
in the prior Office Action is withdrawn in response to Applicant's arguments. 

Double Patenting 

7. The provisional rejection of claims 1, 4-5 and 17-23 on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 
and 6 of copending Application No. 11919579, is withdrawn in response to Applicant's 
arguments with respect to MPEP § 804.
